SubsUintial propross in tlic 
plans for tlie Central Avenue 
openiiiK niul improvement pr()>;rain 
was reported to the special meet¬ 
ing of the city council Wednesday 
afternoon by H. S. Gierlieh, spiv 
cial engineer in cliarge. Furtlier 
steps were taken by the council 
at the request of Mr. Gierlieh to 
clear up certain phases of the 
program affecting the city of Si¬ 
erra Mailre only. 

The entire city of Sierra Madre 
will be included in the special as¬ 
sessment district which will lielp 
pay for the land necessary to lie 
acquiied for the project. The city 
will be divided into four zones, | 
where the a*;essment rates will 
be graduated according to henelits 
deriveil. Cost of the improve¬ 
ment will be assessed against a , 
smaller district more immediately 
concerned in the licnefits. Tliis 
district was described as extend- ; 
ing approximately half way to 
Live Oak .Avenue on tlie south 
and half way to Grand View .Ave¬ 
nue on the north. 

Paving to be used in the im¬ 
provement will l)e of 8-inch as¬ 
phaltic concrete, open specifica¬ 
tions. The council reversed the 
action of the previous council 
which in January specified cement > 
concrete. 

Ornamental lighting standards 
of cement concrete, lioulevard 
type, were agreed upon for the 
‘ entire length of Central .Avenue 
in tlie Sierra Madre limits. Two- 
light .standards will lie used for 
that portion between Lima Street 
and Mountain Trail Avenue, also 
on Kersting Court, which is in¬ 
cluded in the project. It is under¬ 
stood the operating costs of these 
ornamental lights will lie taken 
care of out of the city’s general 
street lighting fund. 

The council instructed Engineer 
Gierlieh to proceed with conijde- 
tion of his plans and specifica¬ 
tions along the lines laid down, 
and submit them to City .Attorney 
Baker at the earliest po.ssilile 
date. Mr. Gierlieh reported ne¬ 
gotiations with the authorities of 
Pasadena, Arcadia and Los .Ange¬ 
les county, which join in the pro¬ 
ject, have been iiroceoiling .satis¬ 
factorily, although much time is 
necessarily consumed, owing to 
the many conferencc.s necessary 
in addition to field work.

CAN YOU REMEMBER WHEN—? 

N OW the interstate commerce commis¬ 
sion issues a sage pronouncement 
something like this: 

“Yes, as we have said before, there ought 
to be a union passenger station for the 
steam railroads entering Los Angeles. It 
ought to be in the plaza region. And the 
railroads ought to take their surface lines 
off the streets so traffic will not be clut¬ 
tered up with trains. Yes, it certainly ought 
to be done. But who are we, to say that it 
must be done? Tiy and get it!’’ 

Back in 1910 or 1911 the city of Los An¬ 
geles hired Bion J. Arnold to make a sur¬ 
vey of the future railroad requirements of 
the city. The heart of his scheme was a 
plaza union station. The matter has been 
before the courts, state and federal railroad 
commissions, ever since. In every instance, 
the city has won its contention that the 
project ought to be cai’ried out. But so far 
no authority has been found which would 
issue an order to accomplish the result. 

One of two results seems certain: Eithei 
the building of the station will be deferred 
until railroads and railroad stations have 
gone into the discard by reason of other 
more economical transportation methods, or 
the case will be fought in the courts until 
the lawyers will have drawn enough money 
to pay for two or three union stations.

THEIR AGE WHEN ELECTED 

O F the twenty-nine Presidents, twenty- 
five were elected. Four succeeded from 
the office of vice president and were not 
later elected. These were Tyler of Virginia, 
Fillmore of New York, Johnson of Tenne- 
see, Arthur of New York. 

Of the twenty-five, six were citizens of 
Ohio at the time of their election, four were 
citizens of Virginia; three were from Mas-i 
sachusetts; three were from New York; two 
from Tennessee; two from Illinois; one from 
Louisiana; one from New Hampshire; one 
from Indiana; one from Pennsylvania; one 
from New Jersey. 

Washington took the oath of office as 
president when he was 57. He was the first 
of the Virginia line of chief magistrates. 
John Adams and John Quincy Adams, fath¬ 
er and son, of Massachusetts, were elected 
when they were 61 and 57, respectively. 
Jefferson and Madison of Virginia were each 
57 when elected and Monroe of Virginia 
was 58.

And there 
must be a considerable income to pay the 
present high scale of printers’ wages. In 
the present day it takes a good sized, live 
town to furnish business enough to decently 
maintain one paper, which fact has been 
found to be true in hundreds of towns and 
small cities throughout the country. 

The effort to conduct two newspapers in 
a one-paper town has met with the same re¬ 
sult that has follow'ed at Elsinore, in several 
other Riverside county cities during the past 
few yeais. The effort has met with failure 
at Beaumont, San Jacinto, Indio and Blythe.

UBVERAGKS FOR THE 
( HIEDREN 

A child sliould learn to <lrink 
adequately for his bo<iy needs as 
welt as to oat wisely. lioiled 
water should he Kiven him, either i 
from spoon or bottle from his \ 
earliest baby hood at least up to 
two years of ax'e. It is safe al¬ 
ways to boil the water given to 
a young chihl, even in districts 
where the water supply is con- 
sidere<l safe. Keep the water 
cool, but never iced. 

Some children, as well as adults 
need to “remember” to take a . 
drink of water. Teach a child to 
ilrink a certain amount of water 
regularly. Upon rising or after 
the day-time nap is a good time. 
Some liquids should be serveil at 
meals. Food is better digcsteil 
and, if dry, is often more jialat- 
able if li<iuids are taken with it. 

\ child, however, needs to be 
taught to di.stinguish between 
washing ilown his fooil at meal¬ 
time and (Iririking in moderation 
after well chewed swallows of 
food. 

Water plays such an important 
part in body structure and func¬ 
tioning that a child should learn 
to drink adequate ami regular 
amounts to insure health. Hotly 
cells cannot function when dry; 
they need water much as do those 
of any automohih; battery. The 
water intake cannot run low with¬ 
out all parts of the body ma¬ 
chinery sulfering damage. 

Juicy fruits ami vegetables aitl 
in supplying the boily with water. 
Use fruit juices generously, es¬ 
pecially those of oranges, lemons 
and grapefruit. These are rich in 
minerals ami vitamins, ami also 
supply calories. There are 17(i 
calories in one cup of orang*- 
juice. Fruit juice drinks not only 
nourish but refresh ami aihl zest 
to the diet of the growing child. 
-A beaten egg stirred into a glass 
of fruit juice adds other nutrients. 

ColTee and tea, iced or. hot, 
should never be given to chihlren. 
They carry no nutritive value ami 
only stimulate the nerves. Warm 
milk, flavored with cocoa may be 
given occasionally at breakfast 
time to children over six years of 
age.
